tributed to the evil.

— It is of ten difficult to select from either 
of them half a dozen veres together, wherein gucli confined 
application does not occur : 50 that, however profitable they 
may be, (and rurely they are 56) for imstruction and edifi- 
cation ; many parts of them, it must be acknowledged, are 
not immediately calculated to artist devotion in Chrictian 
assemblies ; their typical reference ta the days of Mettial, 
and the christian church, not being generally understood. — 
To remedy this inconvenience elections have been recom- 
mended, and are now become very common.
